REQUEST FOR EXTENSION OF TIME TO PROTEST 

The writer of this letter is the president of Contra Vision North America, Inc. (CVNA), 
which is the exclusive licensee of various patents owned by Contra Vision Limited (UK), 
CVNA ha* sub-licenses of these patents. I obtained a copy of the file history for this 
application for reissue for the first time on Friday June 1 1 , 1999 ? some 80 pages 
including the cover sheet. I understand that Protests should be ideally filed within 2 
months of the publication williiii Lhc Otfidal Gazelle (ie June 21). Bath wc and our sub- 
licensees and our customers would be severely affected if this reissue application was 
allowed to proceed without farther time to protest. We and/or our Licensees have 
evidence and are in the process of collecting further evidence which we believe renders 
this patent invalid as granted and as proposed in the reissue application. 

We seek an extension of time to protest the above application on the following grounds: 

1 . A substantial part of the evidence that we wish to present is nor immediately in 
our control and will require communications and collaborations with various 
sources. More specifically, much of this prior Ait. is not in the form of printed, 
published information but is in the form of prior art in use that will require 
declarations and/or affidavits being prepared and signed. 

2. The announcement Of April 20, 1999, in the Official Gazette, incorreolly staled 
that the owner of the patent is the inventor. £n fact, this patent is owned by 
Creative Minds Foundation, Inc., one of our key competitors. There are many of 
our licensees and others who know Creative Minds Foundation Inc. and it is 
likely that we would have found out earlier, if the notice had been correct. 
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3 . Also, this error will be likely to have prevented individuals or companies who 
would wish to protest identifying the existence of this application, if they are 
using the owner's name, Creative. Minds Foundation, Inc. as their search key 
words to identify such an application for reissue. 

Creative Minds Foundation, Inc, is cited as the owner of the potent on the patent 
and in the application for reissue and this is clearly an error by the PTO, which it 
can correct. This application should be re-advertised with the correct information, 
tu enable proper opportunity to protest 

4. The SUtlciTicm of Inoperativeness or Invalidity is incomplete, as the language at 
The top of page 2 is an incomplete sentence. It is not clear whether just part of one 
sentence, several sentences or one or more pages i$ missing, in spite of the 
pagination. Whichever, it is clear that there is no opportunity to protest the full 
Statement of Inoperativeness or Invalidity as it is not present in the file. 

We look forward to your earliest acceptance of our request for an extension of time and 
the revised date for protest
